Settle down in your saddles again 
all you desert enduro fans, this is no 
event for you. It's the most fitting 
title we could think of to describe 
the ambitious ride which began on 
Thursday, 10th Feb. by two young 
Burbank enthusiasts, Mike Hoover 
and Jim Parks. 

They set off to ride through the 
Americas down to the distant Cape 
of Good Hope and home again. Their 
outward route takes them down the 
west coast of South America and the 
return journey will bring them up the 
eastern seaboard until the Amazon is 
reached. There they plan a detour 
up-river, and thence back towards the 
U.S. via Central America. 

With a tight schedule of one hun- 
dred days for the entire trip they will

OPEN SUNDAYS 
QUESTIONED 


At the February District 37 Sports 


Committee meeting President Jean 
Carter commented on the fact that 
some of the riders’ wives felt that 
they would like to see a little more 
of their menfolk on Sundays. 

The meeting then voted and passed 
a resolution that. one open Sunday be 
made mandatory each month for 1967. 
The seven Enduros scheduled for 
that year will come under that ruling. 
So with one open Sunday and one En- 
duro for seven months, where does 
that leave the Hare and Hounds, Hare 
Scrambles, and European Scrambles? 

If the object is to help Enduros to 
survive I think it is a wasted effort. 
They will only retain their popularity 
if they continue to be fun and are or- 
ganized in the right way. 

The meeting also voted and passed 
a new deal to the effect that Enduro 
points would no longer count towards 
District 37 Desert points. This 
means that the Enduro clubs can no 
longer expect a guaranteed turnout 
by the boys going for points even if 
the event was run in a chicken yard. 
These clubs will have to put on a 
better show to draw the crowds. And 
if big improvements in the lot of the 
competition riders of District 37 are 
not forthcoming very soon the conse- 
quences may surprise quite a few 
people.

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Centaurs Says Changes 
Would "Destroy RRC"

The monthly meeting of the So. 
Calif. Road Riders Committee opened 
a motion and second by the Eagles 
M.C. to adopt the rally rules pro- 
posed by the committee for Better 
Motorcycling (See **Controversy" CN 
Jan. 13-27, '66). A lively discussion 
followed. The monarchs contended 
that such adoption was contrary to 
RRC purposes and Representative 
Ames of the Centaurs maintained that 
any rules would usurp AMA powers 
and if adopted, would destroy the 
RRC. Centaur Rep. Jones was equal- 
ly adamant that such rulés are neces-

BSA-Western exhibited their top- 
of-the-line motorcycles to an enthu- 
siastic gathering of dealers in Oak- 
land last weekend. 

Star of the show was the ultra-high 
performance 1966 Spitfire MkII 650cc. 
This will be the prestige model with 
the highest price in the BSA range. 

Co-starring was the fast-but-simple 
441сс Victor B-44, which won the 
World Moto-Cross (scrambles) Cham- 
pionship last year and the year 
before. Reported to turn 83mph in a 
% mile in standard trim, the Victor is 
expected to carry on the tradition of 
BSA singles winning locally started 
by the famous Gold Star design.

MEET 
DOC 
BRYCE 


By Larry Haley 





What makes a man of high professional 
character take to competition desert rid- 
ing? Well, for one, namely William C. 
“Doc” Bryce, M.D., it is a way of life. As 
he says: "You can't find finer people than 
those who indulge in motorcycle sport." 

"Doc" began his riding career in Feb. 
1963 on a 50cc Tohatsu, which was really 
supposed to be the property of his son. 
And almost immediately he got the crav- 
ing for bikes and the desert. Before he 
took his first fling at competition riding 
he spent several months on this “borrow- 
ed” machine, attuning himself to the con- 


ditions he was likely to meet later. Ever 


since he has strongly advised newcomers 
to the sport to do likewise. 

February 1964 saw him venturing out 
for his first desert race, on a 250 Honda. 
Starting, of course, as a novice, he had the 
satisfaction of being upgraded to Amateur 
in November of the same year, 

He persevered with the 250 until March 
1965 when he took the plunge with the 
big bores. Boring out to make the 350 
class he started with plate number 605 in 
March and finished the year on a Triumph 
500 as number 27, earning a remarkable 
518 points in that period. Incidentally he 
had ended his career among the light- 
weights tenth overall in the points rating. 

Doc is one of the first to sacrifice time 
to help any rider who is in trouble. And 
his smiling face and cheerful “How you 
feeling, buddy?” can mean a lot to a rider 
in real trouble. 

As a medical man Doc is always keen to 
stress how good for physical fitness is 
competition riding. He emphasizes the 
competition side of the game because 


z | 
with all major hazards and likely trouble 
spots well marked all unneccessary dangers * 
are eliminated. And above all he recom- 
mends the beginner to join a reputable 
club where he can learn the do's and 
don’t’s of the game from experienced 
riders. 

Finally a really interesting piece of ad- 
vice for all competition riders. Doc recom- 
mends you to drink at least eight glasses * 
of water each day for three or four days 
before the event. Not on the morning of 
the race! Furthermore you should never 


.eat heavily beforehand, a can of supple- 


ment diet should be quite sufficient, This 
will ensure a comfortable stomach during 
the ride, and you should be able to last a 
100 miler without stopping for water. 
Most important of all, NO BOOZE! Two 
cans of beer can slow the reflexes by 
25%-50%. 

The younger Bryce generation, Terry 
Lynn and John, are also bike enthusiasts. 
Doc does most of his own tuning and 
maintenance, and actually built his daugh- 
ter's bike which he has labelled the Hon- 
daka. This is a Honda 90S engine resting 
in a stretched-out Hodaka frame! Yes, 
this thirty-eight year old medico certainly
